You are hereby notified to meet at the Town. 
House, in said town, on Tuesday, March 9, 1920, at 
10 o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the following 
subjects :— 

1. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 

2. To choose three Selectmen, Town Treasu- 
rer and all other necessary town officers. 

3. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for town expenses.. 

4. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for town highway, state aid construc- 
tion and trunk line maintenance. 

5. To see if the. Town will vote to build a 
bridge across Bog Brook near the farm of Levi Hos- 
kins and to raise money for its construction. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the support of Public Libraries, for 
the observance of Memorial Day, for electric lights, 
sewers and other town necessities. 

7. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise for the construction of sidewalks. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to transfer by deed the gravel pit on 
the Forristall Farm to the Stratford Board of 
Trade. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to lay out a 
highway across the land of Buzzell King to Masons’ 
station, so-called, and raise money therefor. 
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10. To see if the Town will vote to issue 
bonds to the amount of $70,000.00 for the purpose 
of purchasing the rights and aqueduct owned by the 
Coos & Essex Water Company including the private 
rights owned by John C. Hutchins pertaining 
thereto and to construct an addition to same for the 
purpose of fire protection and adequate water sup- 
ply and to pass any enabling vote necessary to 
earry out the provisions of this article. 

11. To see if the Town will adopt a resolu- 
tion instructing the Selectmen to direct and super- — 
vise the laying out of streets, sewer, water, and 
electric light lines and to see that the boundaries of 
the present streets are properly respected in the 
erection of new buildings or improvements by indi- 
viduals or corporations. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the 
sidewalk and sewer act as set forth in the statutes. 

13. To hear the reports of agents, auditors or 
other officials and pass any vote relative thereto.
